The Portolan-Chart is neatly coloured in the usual style of 
the period, and ornamented with six flags bearing the Arms 
of the Countries depicted. There are also three Compass stars, 
in the centre of one of which are the initials ““ K. B.” presum- 
ably those of the designer.

This 
may have been a blank, and in all probability is the very 
leaf on which the small separate map of the Baltic was drawn 
by hand. This leaf actually follows the third leaf of the 
Calendar, but as it is detached and parted down on the inside 
of the end cover, it is impossible to say for certain that it 
belonged to the printed sheet. In the absence of any in- 
formation to the contrary the volume will be sold according 
to the description given above.
